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AN ACT CONCERNING RECOMMENDATIONS BY THE DEPARTMENT 
OF MOTOR VEHICLES. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 
 

Section 1.  Section 14-12 of the 2020 supplement to the general statutes 1 

is repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective upon 2 

passage): 3 

(a) No motor vehicle shall be operated, towed or parked on any 4 

highway, except as otherwise expressly provided, unless it is registered 5 

with the commissioner, provided any motor vehicle may be towed for 6 

repairs or necessary work if it bears the markers of a licensed and 7 

registered dealer, manufacturer or repairer and provided any motor 8 

vehicle which is validly registered in another state may, for a period of 9 

sixty days following establishment by the owner of residence in this 10 

state, be operated on any highway without first being registered with 11 

the commissioner. Except as otherwise provided in this subsection, (1) a 12 

person commits an infraction if such person (A) registers a motor 13 

vehicle he or she does not own, or (B) operates, allows the operation of, 14 

parks or allows the parking of an unregistered motor vehicle on any 15 
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highway, or (2) a resident of this state who operates or parks a motor 16 

vehicle such resident owns with marker plates issued by another state 17 

on any highway shall be fined one thousand dollars. If the owner of a 18 

motor vehicle previously registered with the commissioner, the 19 

registration of which expired not more than thirty days previously, 20 

operates, allows the operation of, parks or allows that parking of such a 21 

motor vehicle, such owner shall be fined the amount designated for the 22 

infraction of failure to renew a registration, but the right to retain his or 23 

her operator's license shall not be affected. No operator other than the 24 

owner shall be subject to penalty for the operation or parking of such a 25 

previously registered motor vehicle. As used in this subsection, the term 26 

"unregistered motor vehicle" includes any vehicle that is not eligible for 27 

registration by the commissioner due to the absence of necessary 28 

equipment or other characteristics of the vehicle that make it unsuitable 29 

for highway operation, unless the operation of such vehicle is expressly 30 

permitted by another provision of this chapter or chapter 248. 31 

(b) To obtain a motor vehicle registration, except as provided in 32 

subsection (c) of this section, the owner shall file in the office of the 33 

commissioner an application signed by [him] such owner and 34 

containing such information and proof of ownership as the 35 

commissioner may require. The application shall be made on blanks 36 

furnished by the commissioner. The blanks shall be in such form and 37 

contain such provisions and information as the commissioner may 38 

determine. 39 

(c) The commissioner may, for the more efficient administration of 40 

the commissioner's duties, appoint licensed dealers meeting 41 

qualifications established by the commissioner pursuant to regulations 42 

adopted in accordance with the provisions of chapter 54, to (1) issue new 43 

registrations for passenger motor vehicles, motorcycles, campers, camp 44 

trailers, commercial trailers, service buses, school buses, trucks or other 45 

vehicle types as determined by the commissioner when they are sold by 46 

a licensed dealer, [. The commissioner shall charge such dealer a fee of 47 

ten dollars for each new dealer issue form furnished for the purposes of 48 

this subsection] and (2) renew registrations for such vehicle types 49 
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whether or not such vehicles were sold by a licensed dealer. A person 50 

purchasing a motor vehicle or other vehicle type as determined by the 51 

commissioner from a dealer so appointed and registering such vehicle 52 

pursuant to this section shall file an application with the dealer and pay, 53 

to the dealer, a fee in accordance with the provisions of section 14-49, as 54 

amended by this act. A person renewing the registration of a motor 55 

vehicle or other vehicle type, as determined by the commissioner, from 56 

a dealer so appointed pursuant to this section shall file an application 57 

with the dealer and pay, to the dealer, a registration renewal fee in 58 

accordance with the provisions of section 14-49, as amended by this act, 59 

and any other applicable fees, including any convenience fee established 60 

by the dealer pursuant to subsection (b) of section 14-41, as amended by 61 

this act. The commissioner shall prescribe the time and manner in which 62 

the application and [fee] fees, other than the convenience fee, shall be 63 

transmitted to the commissioner.   64 

(d) A motor vehicle registration certificate issued upon an application 65 

containing any material false statement is void from the date of its issue 66 

and shall be surrendered, upon demand, with any number plate or 67 

plates, to the commissioner. Any money paid for the registration 68 

certificate shall be forfeited to the state. No person shall obtain or 69 

attempt to obtain any registration for another by misrepresentation or 70 

impersonation and any registration so obtained shall be void. The 71 

commissioner may require each applicant for a motor vehicle 72 

registration to furnish personal identification satisfactory to the 73 

commissioner and may require any applicant who has established 74 

residence in this state for more than thirty days to obtain a motor vehicle 75 

operator's license, in accordance with the provisions of subsection (b) of 76 

section 14-36, or an identification card issued pursuant to section 1-1h, 77 

as amended by this act. Any person who violates any provision of this 78 

subsection and any person who fails to surrender a falsely obtained 79 

motor vehicle registration or number plate or plates upon the demand 80 

of the commissioner shall be fined not more than two hundred dollars. 81 

(e) The commissioner may register any motor vehicle under the 82 

provisions of this chapter, may assign a distinguishing registration 83 
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number to the registered motor vehicle and may then issue a certificate 84 

of registration to the owner. A certificate of registration shall contain the 85 

registration number assigned to the motor vehicle and its vehicle 86 

identification number and shall be in such form and contain such further 87 

information as the commissioner determines. 88 

(f) (1) The commissioner may refuse to register or issue a certificate 89 

of title for a motor vehicle or class of motor vehicles if [he] the 90 

commissioner determines that the characteristics of the motor vehicle or 91 

class of motor vehicles make it unsafe for highway operation. The 92 

commissioner may adopt regulations, in accordance with the provisions 93 

of chapter 54, to implement the provisions of this subsection and the 94 

provisions of subsection (h) of this section. 95 

(2) The commissioner shall not register a motor vehicle if [he] the 96 

commissioner knows that the motor vehicle's equipment fails to comply 97 

with the provisions of this chapter, provided nothing contained in this 98 

section shall preclude the commissioner from issuing one or more 99 

temporary registrations for a motor vehicle not previously registered in 100 

this state or from issuing a temporary registration for a motor vehicle 101 

under a trade name without a certified copy of the notice required by 102 

section 35-1. 103 

(3) The commissioner shall not register any motor vehicle, except a 104 

platform truck the motive power of which is electricity, or a tractor 105 

equipped with solid tires, if it is not equipped with lighting devices as 106 

prescribed by this chapter. The registration of any motor vehicle which 107 

is not equipped with such prescribed lighting devices is void and money 108 

paid for the registration shall be forfeited to the state. Nothing in this 109 

subdivision shall prevent the commissioner, at [his] the commissioner's 110 

discretion, from registering a motor vehicle not equipped with certain 111 

lighting devices if the operation of the vehicle is restricted to daylight 112 

use. 113 

(4) The commissioner shall not register any motor vehicle or a 114 

combination of a motor vehicle and a trailer or semitrailer [which] that 115 
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exceeds the limits specified in section 14-267a. 116 

(5) [On or after October 1, 1984, no] No motor vehicle registration 117 

shall be issued by the commissioner for any motorcycle unless the 118 

application for registration is accompanied by sufficient proof, as 119 

determined by the commissioner, that the motorcycle is insured for the 120 

amounts required by section 14-289f. 121 

(6) The commissioner shall not register any motor vehicle which is 122 

subject to the federal heavy vehicle use tax imposed under Section 4481 123 

of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, or any subsequent corresponding 124 

internal revenue code of the United States, as from time to time 125 

amended, if the applicant fails to furnish proof of payment of such tax, 126 

in a form prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 127 

States. 128 

(g) The commissioner may elect not to register any motor vehicle 129 

which is ten or more model years old and which has not been previously 130 

registered in this state until the same has been presented, as directed by 131 

the commissioner, at the main office or a branch office of the 132 

Department of Motor Vehicles or to any designated official emissions 133 

inspection station or other business or firm, authorized by the 134 

Commissioner of Motor Vehicles to conduct safety inspections, and has 135 

passed the inspection as to its safety features as required by the 136 

commissioner. When a motor vehicle owned by a resident of this state 137 

is garaged in another jurisdiction and cannot be conveniently presented 138 

at an office of the Department of Motor Vehicles, an authorized 139 

emissions inspection station or other facility, the commissioner may 140 

accept an inspection made by authorities in such other jurisdiction or by 141 

appropriate military authorities, provided the commissioner 142 

determines that such inspection is comparable to that conducted by the 143 

Department of Motor Vehicles. If the commissioner authorizes the 144 

contractor that operates the system of official emissions inspection 145 

stations or other business or firm to conduct the safety inspections 146 

required by this subsection, the commissioner may authorize the 147 

contractor or other business or firm to charge a fee, not to exceed fifteen 148 
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dollars, for each such inspection. The commissioner may authorize any 149 

motor vehicle dealer or repairer, licensed in accordance with section 14-150 

52 and meeting qualifications established by the commissioner, to 151 

perform an inspection required by this section or to make repairs to any 152 

motor vehicle that has failed an initial safety inspection and to certify to 153 

the commissioner that the motor vehicle is in compliance with the safety 154 

and equipment standards for registration. No such authorized dealer or 155 

repairer shall charge any additional fee to make such certification to the 156 

commissioner. If the commissioner authorizes any such dealer or 157 

repairer to conduct safety inspections, such licensee may provide 158 

written certification to the commissioner, in such form and manner as 159 

the commissioner prescribes, as to compliance of any motor vehicle in 160 

its inventory with safety and equipment standards and such 161 

certification may be accepted by the commissioner as meeting the 162 

inspection requirements of this subsection. 163 

(h) The commissioner shall not register any motor vehicle unless it 164 

meets the equipment related registration requirements contained in 165 

sections 14-80, 14-100, 14-100a, 14-100b, 14-106a and 14-275. 166 

(i) The commissioner or any city, town, borough or other taxing 167 

district authorized under subsection (f) of section 14-33 may issue a 168 

temporary registration to the owner of a motor vehicle. The application 169 

for a temporary registration shall conform to the provisions of this 170 

section. A temporary registration may be issued for a period of time 171 

determined by the commissioner and may be renewed from time to time 172 

at the discretion of the commissioner. The fee for a temporary 173 

registration or any renewal thereof shall be as provided in subsection 174 

(n) of section 14-49. 175 

(j) The commissioner may issue a special use registration to the owner 176 

of a motor vehicle for a period not to exceed thirty days for the sole 177 

purpose of driving such vehicle to another state in which the vehicle is 178 

to be registered and exclusively used. The application for such 179 

registration shall conform to the provisions of subsection (b) of this 180 

section. The commissioner may issue special use certificates and plates 181 
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in such form as [he] the commissioner may determine. The special use 182 

certificate shall state such limitation on the operation of such vehicle and 183 

shall be carried in the vehicle at all times when it is being operated on 184 

any highway. 185 

(k) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsections (a), (b) and (e) of 186 

this section, the commissioner shall issue to a municipality, as defined 187 

in section 7-245, or a regional solid waste authority comprised of several 188 

municipalities, upon receipt of an application by the municipality or 189 

regional solid waste authority, a general distinguishing number plate 190 

for use on a motor vehicle owned or leased by such municipality or 191 

regional solid waste authority. 192 

(l) Not later than January 1, 2018, the Department of Motor Vehicles 193 

shall record the number of electric vehicles, as defined in section 16-194 

19eee, registered in the state. This data shall be publicly available on the 195 

department's Internet web site and shall include (1) the number of 196 

electric vehicles registered in the state each year, and (2) the total 197 

number of electric vehicles registered in the state. The department shall 198 

update this information every six months.  199 

Sec. 2. Section 14-25c of the 2020 supplement to the general statutes is 200 

repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective October 201 

1, 2020): 202 

The Commissioner of Motor Vehicles shall issue distinctive 203 

registration marker plates to each motor vehicle, except a taxicab or 204 

motor vehicle in livery service, that is used as a student transportation 205 

vehicle, as defined in section 14-212. Each such registration of a student 206 

transportation vehicle shall be issued for a period of one year and, 207 

subject to the provisions of subsection (d) of section 14-103, may be 208 

renewed by the owner, in accordance with schedules established by the 209 

commissioner. The fee for such registration or for any renewal thereof 210 

shall be determined as follows: (1) In the case of any such motor vehicle 211 

designed as a service bus, the fee shall be one-half of the fee prescribed 212 

for the registration of a service bus, in accordance with the provisions of 213 
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subsection (p) of section 14-49, and (2) in the case of any such motor 214 

vehicle designed as a passenger motor vehicle, the fee shall be one-half 215 

of the fee prescribed for the biennial combination registration of a 216 

[passenger] motor vehicle or one-third of the fee prescribed for the 217 

triennial combination registration of a [passenger] motor vehicle, in 218 

accordance with the provisions of subsection (a) of section 14-49.  219 

Sec. 3. Section 14-29 of the general statutes is repealed and the 220 

following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective October 1, 2020): 221 

(a) The commissioner shall not register any motor bus, taxicab, school 222 

bus, motor vehicle in livery service, student transportation vehicle or 223 

service bus and no person may operate or cause to be operated upon 224 

any public highway any such motor vehicle until the owner or lessee 225 

thereof has procured insurance or a bond satisfactory to the 226 

commissioner [, which insurance or bond] that shall indemnify the 227 

insured against any legal liability for personal injury, the death of any 228 

person or property damage, which injury, death or damage may result 229 

from or have been caused by the use or operation of such motor vehicle 230 

described in the contract of insurance or such bond. Such insurance or 231 

bond shall not be required from (1) a municipality which the 232 

commissioner finds has maintained sufficient financial responsibility to 233 

meet legal liability for personal injury, death or damage resulting from 234 

or caused by the use or operation of a service bus owned or operated by 235 

such municipality, or (2) the owner or lessee of such class of motor 236 

vehicle who holds a certificate of public necessity and convenience from 237 

the Department of Transportation if such owner or lessee has procured 238 

from the department a certificate that the department has found that 239 

such owner or lessee is of sufficient financial responsibility to meet legal 240 

liability for personal injury, death or property damage resulting from or 241 

caused by the use or operation of such motor vehicle. The Department 242 

of Transportation may issue such certificate upon presentation of 243 

evidence of financial responsibility that is satisfactory to it. 244 

(b) [(1)] The amount of insurance or of such bond [which] that each 245 

such vehicle owner or lessee shall carry as insurance or indemnity 246 
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against claims for personal injury or death and legal liability resulting 247 

from damage to the property of passengers or others for any one 248 

accident  shall be not less than [(A) fifty thousand dollars for one person 249 

subject to that limit per person; (B) for all persons in any one accident 250 

where the carrying capacity is seven passengers or less, one hundred 251 

thousand dollars; (C) eight to twelve passengers, inclusive, one hundred 252 

fifty thousand dollars; (D) thirteen to twenty passengers, inclusive, two 253 

hundred thousand dollars; (E) twenty-one to thirty passengers, 254 

inclusive, two hundred fifty thousand dollars; and (F) thirty-one 255 

passengers or more, three hundred thousand dollars; and such policy or 256 

such bond shall indemnify the insured against legal liability resulting 257 

from damage to the property of passengers or of others to the amount 258 

of ten thousand dollars] (1) a single limit of liability of (A) five hundred 259 

thousand dollars, if such vehicle is designed or used to transport seven 260 

passenger or less, or (B) seven hundred fifty thousand, if such vehicle is 261 

designed or used to transport eight to fourteen passengers without 262 

compensation; (2) the minimum amounts established in 49 CFR Part 263 

387, as amended from time to time, if such vehicle is designed or used 264 

to transport eight passengers or more for compensation, or fifteen 265 

passengers or more without compensation; (3) one million five hundred 266 

thousand dollars, if such vehicle is operated in livery service under the 267 

provisions of sections 13b-101 to 13b-109, inclusive, and designed or 268 

used to transport fourteen passengers or less; and (4) five million 269 

dollars, if such vehicle is operated in livery service under the provisions 270 

of section 13b-101 to 13b-109, inclusive, and designed or used to 271 

transport fifteen passengers or more. 272 

[(2) In lieu of the foregoing, a single limit of liability shall be allowed 273 

as insurance or indemnity against claims for personal injury or death 274 

and legal liability resulting from damage to the property of passengers 275 

or of others for any one accident (A) where the carrying capacity is seven 276 

passengers or less, not less than one hundred thousand dollars; (B) eight 277 

to twelve passengers, inclusive, not less than one hundred fifty 278 

thousand dollars; (C) thirteen to twenty passengers, inclusive, not less 279 

than two hundred thousand dollars; (D) twenty-one to thirty 280 
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passengers, inclusive, not less than two hundred fifty thousand dollars; 281 

and (E) thirty-one passengers or more, not less than three hundred 282 

thousand dollars. The provisions of this subsection shall not apply to (i) 283 

a municipality which the commissioner has found to have sufficient 284 

financial responsibility to meet legal liability for damages as provided 285 

in subsection (a) of this section or (ii) the owner or lessees of any such 286 

motor vehicle holding a certificate of public convenience and necessity 287 

issued by the Department of Transportation whom the department has 288 

found to be of sufficient financial responsibility to meet legal liability for 289 

damages as provided in subsection (a).] 290 

 (c) (1) Any person or company issuing any such insurance or 291 

indemnity bond shall file with the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles a 292 

certificate in such form as the commissioner prescribes, and no such 293 

insurance or bond shall lapse, expire or be cancelled while the 294 

registration is in force until the commissioner has been given at least ten 295 

days' written notice of an intention to cancel and until the commissioner 296 

has accepted other insurance or another indemnity bond and has 297 

notified the person or company seeking to cancel such insurance or 298 

bond that such other insurance or bond has been accepted or until the 299 

registration of such motor vehicle described in such insurance policy or 300 

bond has been suspended or cancelled. 301 

(2) No person or company issuing any such insurance or indemnity 302 

bond shall issue an insurance policy or indemnity bond for a motor 303 

vehicle specified in subsection (a) of this section for limits less than those 304 

specified in subsection (b) [or (f)] of this section. Upon initial registration 305 

or renewal of any such motor vehicle, the commissioner may presume 306 

that an insurance policy or indemnity bond meets the minimum 307 

amounts specified in said subsection (b) [or (f)] for such vehicle. 308 

(d) Any person injured in person or property by any such motor 309 

vehicle may apply to the commissioner for the name and description of 310 

the insurer of the vehicle causing such injury or the name of the surety 311 

upon any indemnity bond of any such owner or the name of the holder 312 

of a certificate of financial responsibility. 313 
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(e) Any person who violates any provision of this section shall be 314 

fined not more than five hundred dollars or imprisoned not more than 315 

one year or both. 316 

[(f) Notwithstanding the provisions of this section, any person, 317 

association or corporation operating a motor vehicle in livery service 318 

under the provisions of sections 13b-101 to 13b-109, inclusive, shall carry 319 

insurance or indemnity against claims for personal injury or death and 320 

legal liability resulting from damage to the property of passengers or of 321 

others for any one accident in an amount not less than one million five 322 

hundred thousand dollars for vehicles with a seating capacity of 323 

fourteen passengers or less and five million dollars for vehicles with a 324 

seating capacity of fifteen passengers or more.]  325 

Sec. 4. Section 14-36d of the general statutes is repealed and the 326 

following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective October 1, 2020): 327 

(a) The commissioner may acquire, by lease or purchase, and install 328 

at offices of the Department of Motor Vehicles and at such other 329 

locations where operator's licenses are issued or renewed, such 330 

equipment as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this 331 

chapter. 332 

(b) The commissioner may provide for the renewal of any motor 333 

vehicle operator's license, commercial driver's license or identity card 334 

without personal appearance of the license or card holder, [in 335 

circumstances where the holder is a member of the armed forces, is 336 

temporarily residing outside of this state for business or educational 337 

purposes, or in other circumstances where, in the judgment of the 338 

commissioner, such personal appearance would be impractical or pose 339 

a significant hardship] if the commissioner has on file a photograph or 340 

digital image of the license or identity card holder that meets the 341 

specifications and standards prescribed by the commissioner. The 342 

commissioner shall [decline to] not issue any such renewal without 343 

personal appearance [if the commissioner is not satisfied as to the 344 

reasons why the applicant cannot personally appear] of the applicant, if 345 
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(1) the commissioner does not have [the applicant's color] on file a 346 

photograph or digital image [on file, if] of the applicant that may be used 347 

on such license or identity card, (2) satisfactory evidence of the identity 348 

of the applicant has not been presented [, or if] to the commissioner, (3) 349 

the commissioner has reason to believe that the applicant is no longer a 350 

legal resident of this state, or (4) the applicant fails to meet any other 351 

requirement for the renewal of such license or identity card.  352 

(c) The commissioner may issue or renew any license, any instruction 353 

permit or an identity card issued or renewed pursuant to this title or 354 

section 1-1h, as amended by this act, by any method that the 355 

commissioner deems to be secure and efficient. If the commissioner 356 

determines that an applicant has met all conditions for such issuance or 357 

renewal, the commissioner may require that such license, instruction 358 

permit or identity card be produced at a centralized location and mailed 359 

to the applicant. The commissioner may issue a temporary license, 360 

instruction permit or identity card for use by the applicant for the period 361 

prior to the applicant's receipt of the permanent license, instruction 362 

permit or identity card. Such temporary license, instruction permit or 363 

identity card shall have an expiration date not later than thirty days after 364 

the date of issuance and shall remain valid until the earlier of such 365 

expiration date or the date the applicant receives such license, 366 

instruction permit or identity card. 367 

(d) The commissioner may adopt regulations to provide for the 368 

renewal of the motor vehicle operator's license, commercial driver's 369 

license or identity card of any person not identified in subsection (b) of 370 

this section by mail or by electronic communication with the 371 

Department of Motor Vehicles.  372 

Sec. 5. Subsection (b) of section 14-41 of the 2020 supplement to the 373 

general statutes is repealed and the following is substituted in lieu 374 

thereof (Effective October 1, 2020): 375 

(b) The commissioner may authorize a contractor, including, but not 376 

limited to, an automobile club or association licensed in accordance with 377 
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the provisions of section 14-67 on or before July 1, 2007, or any 378 

municipality, to [issue duplicate licenses and identity cards pursuant to 379 

section 14-50a, renew licenses, renew identity cards issued pursuant to 380 

section 1-1h and conduct registration transactions at the office or 381 

facilities of such contractors or municipalities] conduct such motor 382 

vehicle transactions authorized by the commissioner. The commissioner 383 

may authorize such contractors and municipalities to charge a 384 

convenience fee, which shall not exceed eight dollars, to [each] an 385 

applicant for [a license or identity card renewal or duplication, or for a 386 

registration] each such transaction. The commissioner may collaborate 387 

or enter into agreements with such contractors and municipalities to 388 

implement technological and other improvements to reduce customer 389 

wait times and enhance customer convenience. 390 

Sec. 6. Section 14-44c of the 2020 supplement to the general statutes is 391 

repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective October 392 

1, 2020): 393 

(a) The application for a commercial driver's license or commercial 394 

driver's instruction permit, shall include the following: 395 

(1) The full name and current mailing and residence address of the 396 

person; 397 

(2) A physical description of the person, including [sex] gender, 398 

height and eye color; 399 

(3) Date of birth; 400 

(4) The applicant's Social Security number; 401 

(5) The person's statement, under oath, that such person meets the 402 

physical qualification standards set forth in 49 CFR 391, as amended 403 

from time to time; 404 

(6) The person's statement, under oath, that the type of vehicle in 405 

which the person has taken or intends to take the driving skills test is 406 

representative of the type of motor vehicle the person operates or 407 
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intends to operate; 408 

(7) The person's statement, under oath, that such person is not subject 409 

to disqualification, suspension, revocation or cancellation of operating 410 

privileges in any state, and that he or she does not hold an operator's 411 

license in any other state; 412 

(8) The person's identification of all states in which such person has 413 

been licensed to drive any type of motor vehicle during the last ten 414 

years, and the person's statement, under oath that he or she does not 415 

hold an operator's license in any other state; and 416 

(9) The person's signature, and certification of the accuracy and 417 

completeness of the application, subject to the penalties of false 418 

statement under section 53a-157b. The application shall be accompanied 419 

by the fee prescribed in section 14-44h. 420 

(b) No person who has been a resident of this state for thirty days 421 

may drive a commercial motor vehicle under the authority of a 422 

commercial driver's license issued by another jurisdiction. 423 

(c) At the time of application for a commercial driver's license, the 424 

applicant shall make the applicable certification, as required by 49 CFR 425

for the cost of producing, issuing, renewing and replacing Save Our 873 

Lakes commemorative number plates, including administrative 874 

expenses, pursuant to section 14-21z, as amended by this act. 875 

(b) The [commissioner] Commissioner of Energy and Environmental 876 

Protection may receive private donations to the Connecticut Lakes, 877 

Rivers and Ponds Preservation account and any such receipts shall be 878 

deposited in the account. 879 

(c) The [commissioner] Commissioner of Energy and Environmental 880 

Protection may provide for the reproduction and marketing of the Save 881 

Our Lakes commemorative number plate image for use on clothing, 882 

recreational equipment, posters, mementoes, or other products or 883 

programs deemed by the commissioner to be suitable as a means of 884 

supporting the Connecticut Lakes, Rivers and Ponds Preservation 885 

account. Any funds received by the commissioner from such marketing 886 

shall be deposited in the Connecticut Lakes, Rivers and Ponds 887 

Preservation account. 888 

(d) Notwithstanding any provision of this section, not less than 889 

eighty per cent of any funds deposited into the Connecticut Lakes, 890 

Rivers and Ponds Preservation account pursuant to section 14-21bb 891 

shall be utilized for the purposes described in subdivisions (2) to (4), 892 

inclusive, of subsection (a) of this section.  893

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(Effective October 1, 2020): 896 

(a) For each registration of a new motor vehicle with the 897 

Commissioner of Motor Vehicles pursuant to chapter 246, the person 898 

registering such vehicle shall pay to the commissioner a fee of ten 899 

dollars, in addition to any other fees required for registration, [for 900 

registration for a biennial period] for the following registration types: 901 

Passenger, motor home, combination or antique. [Any person who is 902 

sixty-five years or older and who obtains a one-year registration for a 903 

new motor vehicle under section 14-49 for such registration type shall 904 

pay five dollars for the annual registration period.] 905 

(b) For each new registration or renewal of registration of any motor 906 

vehicle, except a new motor vehicle, with the Commissioner of Motor 907 

Vehicles pursuant to chapter 246, the person registering such vehicle 908 

shall pay to the commissioner a fee of five dollars for registration for a 909 

biennial period and seven dollars and fifty cents for registration for a 910 

triennial period for the following registration types: Passenger, motor 911 

home, combination or antique.

(c) The fee imposed by this subsection may be identified as the 917

164c on any registration form. The first three million dollars received 920 

from the payment of such fee shall be deposited into the Connecticut 921 

hydrogen and electric automobile purchase rebate program account, 922 

established pursuant to subsection (c) of section 22a-202. Any revenue 923 

from such fee in excess of the first three million dollars in each fiscal year 924 

shall be deposited into the General Fund. No part of the greenhouse gas 925 

reduction fee shall be subject to a refund under subsection [(aa)] (z) of 926 

section 14-49, as amended by this act.

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Sec. 17. (Effective from passage) The Department of Motor Vehicles 928 

shall study the amount of motor vehicle registrations in this state that 929 

are not renewed when the notice of renewal is sent by the Department 930 

of Motor Vehicles to the registered owner of the motor vehicle by 931 

electronic mail. Not later than January 1, 2021, the department shall 932 

submit a report of the results of such study to the joint standing 933 

committee of the General Assembly having cognizance of matters 934 

relating to transportation, in accordance with the provisions of section 935 

11-4a of the general statutes.   936
